industrial England stretching over a period 
of one hundred and twenty years. 

If that were ali, Miss Bentley's novel, 
might rely for its merit solely on its docu- 
mentary value, but it is in her masterly 
portrayal of characters which are at once 
types and individuals that her great 
cakigveinaas lies. - After six hundred pages 
we can still remember and distinguish the 
men and women of every successive 
generation, with all the joys and troubles 
and the characteristics which differentiate 
them one from another. We are not even 
fogged, as we might easily have been 
fogged, by the recurrence of the same 
Christian names through four or five 
generations.

TE bi hy of Scott by his son-in- 
law, hart, is a masterpiece of 
its kind, and writers on the subject will 
always be in Lockhart's debt. Yet, a 
hundred years after Scott’s death, the 
book is one which everybody knows by 
fame but very few people have read; 
aud Mr. Buchan is to be ‘congratulated 
upon prodacing 4 more than satisfactory 
biography to take its place. He is fitted 
for the task in several ways. Himself 
the author of some admirable historical 
and romantic works, he knows well what 
Ncott would not have hesitated -to eall 
the tricks of the trade; he is at in 
his subject and its atmosphere, , over 
and over again, some refreshing idiom 
comes to remind the reader that the 
a is upon his native heath.

Scott, indeed, emerge 
with unsmirched honour, and, if it is 
difficult to acquit him of extreme foolish- 
ness, his courage and high-mindedness in 
facing the herculean task of rtraighteninz 
out his affairs ie a sufficient vindication 
of the greatness of the man.

HO is to collect the reci for Irish 
"folk" dishes before they have dis- 
. appeared? There are not only several 
distinctively Irish breads and the like, but 
there are several dishes uliar to different 
localities. To Donegal. og example, belon 
an excellent bread, slightly sweetened, with 
carraway seeds in it and a very faint flavour- 
ing of bay-leaf. There are many colcannons, 
there is boxty bread, dishes that rival 
boudlobaisse, in that they are made of every 
fish that comes out of the sea, and so on.

the foods offered was lambs’ tails, stewed 
with parsley sauce, which recalled Kipling’s 
of the food that was eaten on the 
of Afghanistan.

for any dish. Whereas the English peasants 
make a stew of pune ae the Celtic peasants 
of Brittany are appalled at such treatment 
of so delicate a vegetable. They serve the 
young shoots of the hop-plants as a salad 
with a skilfully-devised dressing. 

In Ireland very young nettles used to be 
iu demand as a salad as well as the material 
for a health-giving and, if it were made well, 
a most palatable broth. Everywhere now- 
adays the tin-opener is taking the place of 
the cookery-book. It is well to gather 
these local recipes for the gourmets of to- 
morrow while they are yet remembered.

Lynch says in his Cambrensis Eversus 
that in his time “some barbarous 
marauders (supposed to be Cromwell's 
soldiers) in many places vent their vandal 
fury on every harp. which they meet and 
break it to pieces. For Ireland loved the 
harps, and when it was banished from 
every other country she clung to it with a 
fonder affection: it was quartered on her 
national arms ; its music was her delight.’’ 


READY FOR CASTING. 


The Memorial has reached the casting 
stage, and is a beautiful and significant 
tribute from the present generation to men 
who used their gifts of voice and pen to 
keep alive and intensify the spirit of their 
race. The lives of the sts com- 
memorated cover a period 1 ecu two 
centuries, the seventeenth and eighteenth. 
In 1640, Pierse Ferriter, one of the poets 
commemorated, wrote a beautiful poem on 
a harp which was presented to him. In 
this he speaks of the harp as the key and 
the door of music:

The choir was under the 
disadvantage of being ranged on a flat plat- 
form instead of on tiers, but there was not 
much amiss with its singing. Miss Christina 
Manning was the soprano soloist, and the 
effect of her voice, when set off by the choral 
background, ensured success. As she proved 
by her singing of the Polonaise from 
“Mignon ' im the seeond part of the concert, 
she is still gaining new power and brilliance 
of voice: sweetness she always had. 

The orchestra was composed of strings, sup- 
ported by piano, Mrs. Sidford Fanmn being 
the pianist. 

Besides taking part in the Schubert work, 
the orchestra played some light music agree 
ably. In some songs Mr. James Bourke dis- 
played a pleasant quality in his tenor voice, 
but his style still needs finish, particularly as 
regards a confident and properly controlled 
use of his higher notes. He has too good a 
voice to be content with his present degree 
of skill. 

Miss Nancie Lord's violin solos included the 
Andante and Finale. of the Mendelssohn 
“*Concerto."’ lf the brilliance of her rapid 
workin the Finalé had been matched by an 
equally admirable steadiness of tome in the 
slow movement her performance would have 
called for highest praise:

A BALLOON EXPERT. 


Although he made hundreds of balloon 
ascents, and had travelled in aeroplanes 
of every type, Mr. Short did not learn to 
fiy until 1928. 
A few months ago Mr. Short and his 
brother announced their intention to 
attempt a high altitude exploration by 
balloon. They hoped to reach a height of 
from fifteen to seventeen miles and aug- 
ment the research into the stratasphere 
carried ‘out by Professor Picard when he 
ascended ten miles over the Austrian 


Tyrol. 


AIRSHIP DESIGNER. 


For a considerable time Mr. Short and 
his brother had been working out the 
details of the flight. The balloon was to 
have been the largest ever built, and the 
ogew was to consist of Mr. Eustace and 
Mr. Oswald Short and a trained scientific 
observer.
